To the Honorable Board of Police and Fire Com- 
missioners: 

Gentlemen- — In accordance with the Act crea- 
tinff the Board of Police and Fire Commissioners- 
and fixing; the term of the members thereof at five 
years, and having- served the time prescribed by 
law, my term will expire when my successor has 
been appointed and has qualified, which will be be- 
fore another regular meeting; I therefore, in ac- 
cordance with the usages of this Board, submit the- 
following: 

As I look back over my experience as a Com- 
missioner, I can remember only a few unpleasant 
features, but I can remember very many agreeable 
and pleasant experiences and associations. The 
routine and the methods of this Board are of the 
highest character. The rules that were formula- 
ted by the charter members are wise and broad, 
and as applied to the government of the Board and 
the Departments, they bring the best results; also„ 
what is most essential, harmony. 
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The committees are so arrangfed as to place the 
responsibility of the conduct of the affairs in care 
of this Board upon every member, in the most uni- 
form manner possible. Each member of this Board 
is charged with about an equal amount of labor and 
responsibility, and the spirit of friendliness and the 
desire of each member to be of service to all of the 
other members bring co-operation that is most sat- 
isfactory. As the services of a Commissioner are 
given without compensation, about the only remu- 
neration possible are the valued friendships estab- 
lished. 

The Police Department is upon a high order of 
efficiency. We have a most careful and conscien- 
tious Superintendent of Police. The Captain and 
Lieutenant are men of wisdom and experience. The 
Sergeants, Detectives, Patrolmen, and others con- 
nected with the Department are selected for their 
special fitness for the work, and the result is— good 
service. 

We have been especially fortunate in the FirL- 
Department. We have good men, good apparatus 
and equipment throughout. The members of our 
Department are well known as "fire fighters." The 
absence of disastrous conflagrations will testify as 
to their ability, and the wisdom of this Board in the 
selection of men and material. The fire engine 
houses are in perfect order and without expense to 
the city for labor, as the firemen take particular 
pride in keeping everything in an orderly condition. 
In the selection of firemen the Board has encour- 
aged the employment of men who are familiar with 
some trade, and have thus raised the average of in- 
telligence, and at the same time availed themselves. 
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of skilled workmen, so that repairs to property and 
apparatus can be made within the Department, We 
all believe that our Fire Department is today looked 
upon with pride by every citizen. 

Every Commissioner has, to a certain extent, 
become an electrician. The Electrical Department 
is as perplexing a matter as anj- with which we 
have to deal. Care and thoughtful attention have 
been given this Department, and it has improved 
and kept pace with the new conditions constantly 
arising in electrical work. The Electrical Super- 
intendent is especially fitted for the position, and 
since his connection with the Department less 
trouble and annoyance have occurred than ever 
before. He has merited our perfecl confidence. 

The three Departments under our care belong 
to the public, and the public is entitled to prompt- 
ness and courtesy from ever}- individual member 
thereof. 

The conduct of the Secretary's office has been 
especially satisfactory, and the method and system 
maintained in the office are commendable, and have 
merited the approbation of every Commissioner. 

I appreciate the privilege of having been asso- 
ciated with you, gentlemen, during the past five 
years, and will ever look back upon them as agree- 
able and educational. Having come closely in con- 
tact with the Departments, I shall ever have their 
interests warmly at heart. 1 have to thank you all 
for your loyalty to me. Today I leave you in my 
official capacity. I trust that the personal friend- 
ships established may ever continue.

To the Honorable Board of Police and Fire Com- 
missioners : 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to present, in 
the following; pa^es, a tabulated report of the work 
performed by the Police Department for the year 
ending April 30. 1898. 

The period covered by this report was not 
marked by any unusual event — on the contrary, the 
city has been more free from crime than for years. 
This fact is particular!;- gratifying when the im- 
mense crowds that thronged our city during the 
State Fair and Carnival are taken into considera- 
tion. 

The number of arrests for offenses against 
property was 225, as against 309 for the previous 
year. 

The arrests for miscellaneous offenses is greater 
in number than ever before, being 1555. while in 
1897 the number was 1414. Under this head is in- 
cluded violations of city ordinances, such as drunks^ 
disordelies, bicycles, etc. 
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The cases of discipline have been few in num- 
ber. The men and officers seeming to take pride 
in maintaining the high standard so long estab- 
lished. 

During" the year we have placed in operation a 
Bertillon room, fully equipped, for taking measure- 
ments and photographs of criminals," This, in con- 
nection with the Central Bureau of Identification, 
places this department in the front rank of up-to- 
date equipment. 

With the facilities we now have for doing- 
Police work, I can see no reason why results for the 
ensuing year should not be as satisfactory as for 
the year just closed, 

I desire to return my thanks to your Honorable 
Body, and its Secretary, for the courtesy and confi- 
dence extended to me at all times.

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Under this head I desire to call your attention 
to a few facts that will, no doubt, prove of interest, 
not only to your honorable body but the citizens of 
Grand Rapids generally.

First, note the large increase in the number of 
fires during the past year, with the comparatively 
small increase in the losses. 

Second, upon several occasions disastrous fires 
have been averted upon s small margin only, due 
mainly to the intelligent action of the company offi- 
cers and their men, together with the perfect con- 
dition of all apparatus used, thus permitting no 
hitch in the line of breakages or of the apparatus 
being out of repair, which would have surely, upon 
several occasions, given the fire opportunity to gain 
advantage that could not have been readily re- 
gained. 

Third, there is an unmistakable evidence of a 
greatly increased rapidit;- in the burning of all 
buildings and at all fires over that of a few years 
ago. This, with the inclination of latter years to 
build more compactly, especially contiguous to the 
business center, has greatly increased the fire risk. 



ADDITIONS MADE DURING THE YEAR, 

A new shed, blacksmith and repair shop were 
erected at Station No. 3, and have proved a great 
convenience and saving. No additional apparatus 
hits been placed in commission. 



NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS TO THE DEPARTMENT. 

The move in the direction of purchasing a lot, 
treating a building and placing in commission appa- 
ratus in the east end of the city will fill a needed 
want. 
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Some steps should be taken to provide storage 
for a water tower in the central portion of the city. 

A new corner lot should be procured in the 
vicinity of the present No. 1, for a building" com- 
modious enough to accommodate the apparatus now 
at No. 1, together with such reserve apparatus as 
may need storage in the near future, disposing of, in 
exchange, the old building and lot. 

At least 3,000 feet of hose should he purchased 
as soon as the money is available, as much of our 
hose has been in service from six to ten years, and 
will soon become unreliable. 

An engine should be placed in service at No. 10. 
The light pressure in the territory covered by the 
apparatus in this station makes this a much needed 
addition. 



WATER SUPPLY. 

In regard to the water supply, it has been am- 
ple, with 120 miles of pipe, with a liberal distribu- 
tion of fire hydrants numbering nearly 1,200, to- 
gether with the fact that our piping is generally of 
good size and comparatively a small amount of it 
below six inch, puts our water works system, so far 
as fire protection is concerned, on a basis of a good 
average with any of our sister cities, 

I wish to tender Superintendent John VanAm- 
berg my thanks for the promptness with which he 
has made all repairs reported to him from this de- 
partment. 
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REPAIR SHOP, 

Continues to be a great saving- to the department, 
and is in constant use between the repairs made 
necessary by breakage and those made to prevent 
breakages. This latter I consider of great import- 
ance, as it is much better to look closely after the 
apparatus, making" the repairs before a break-down 
comes, as often as possible. By this means work 
can be easily laid out, thereby keeping the men 
busy. 



BUILDING INSPECTION. 

This work has been done, as usual, making our 
complaints to the Building Inspector. All com- 
plaints that have been made to him have been 
promptly attended to, and many new chimneys 
have been built, and other improvements brought 
about. 



There are 56 horses, all told. All of them are 
well adapted for the service; 50 of them are re- 
quired to move the apparatus; 3 saddle horses for 
the accommodation of the department officers, with 
3 in use for extras. Their condition, as a whole, 
has improved during the year by the exchange of 
old ones and others not adapted to the service. 
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I find it wise to test the hose once a year up to 
180 lbs. water pressure. We have, all told, 20,700 
feet of hose; 15,000 feet of which is in first-class 
condition, and 5,700 feet in what we believe to be a 
reliable condition for active service, with 3,800 feet 
of old condemned hose that is used for sawdust 
fires in the north end of the city, and for such other 
purposes as is found use for from time to time. 
tog-ether with 500 feet of 1-inch 4-ply rubber hose 
on the chemical engines. This latter is in good con- 
dition. We have one 60-foot length of 3j-inch hose 
carried upon our Aerial ladder, with the necessary 
attachments to make a water tower, in connection 
with our Aerial. We have also the necessary Sia- 
mese outfits, consisting of 3-way Siamese, 20 feet of 
3J-inch hose, with Perfection holder for each engine. 



DISCIPLINE. ■ 

The discipline of the department I believe to be 
up to the standard. The rules are enforced with 
the sole aim of bettering the service without mak- 
ing the duties unnecessarily disagreeable. Efforts 
are made to look after the physical condition of the 
men. Muscular exercises are indulged in three 
times a day in all of the stations, from which, I be- 
lieve, benefits are derived. Evidences of dissipa- 
tion are not to be seen, and we can well afford to be 
proud of the manual force of this department. 



PERSONNEL OP THE DEPARTMENT. 
During the past year several fires have occur- 
red that tested the courage and fidelity of the mem- 
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bers of the fire department, and where promptness 
and being in readiness all along the line has pre- 
vented serious losses. Their good behavior upon ■ 
such occasions has been in evidence. The gfeneral 
neatness of appearance of the men and their fidelity 
to duty, has been a source of pleasure to me. In 
looking- over the work accomplished by the depart- 
ment, I feel grateful towards those who have ren- 
dered such valuable assistance. I consider it but 
just, before closing this report, in expressing the 
esteem in which I hold the members of this depart- 



IN CONCLUSION. 

In bringing to a close this report, I desire to 
return my thanks to the members of the Board, one 
and all. to the Department officers, the Company 
officers, and to the men under their command, to 
the Electrical force as well, also to our worthy 
Secretary and his assistant, who have rendered me 
cheerful service whenever requested. All of which 
is submitted, Most respectfully.

Dear Sir: — I herewith submit you statement 
of the finances of the Grand Rapids Firemens' Fund 
Association from May 1, 1897, to April 30. 1898, 
t(^ether with an amendment to the by-laws of the 
Association relative to benefits awarded members 
who are disabled through sickness or injury re- 
ceived in the line of duty. 

Article No. 7, section 1, as amended, reads as 
follows: 

"Any member of this Association, who may 
receive an injury, or who may become sick so as to 
incapacitate him from attending^ to his business, 
may receive a weekly compensation of five dollars 
for the space of twenty-six weeks, but in case of 
sickness he will not receive any benefits for the first 
week: Provided, however, that no member shall 
receive benefits for more than twenty-six weeks in 
any twelve months, beginning at the date of his 
first sickness, for any injury while at a fire or re- 
sponding to an alarm of fire, (getting on and off the 
apparatus,) he may receive benefits of five dollars 
per week for such length of time as in the opinion 
of the committee is proper and just; and in case it 
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should appear that some money is needed to relieve 
the immediate necessities of the member, they shall 
so report to the board of trustees, who, by a vote 
of two-thirds of all such trustees, may grant such 
relief, not exceeding twenty dollars."

Gentlemen— I respectfully present herewith 
my second annual report for the year ending May 
1st, 1898, duriag which time I have made a total of 
440 visits to the various departments under my 
care — all in cases of common ailments, and have to 
report but one fatality, which was a case of rup- 
tured stomach in one of the Police Department 
horses, and was unavoidable. 

The horses are at the present time in perfect 
condition and the stables in excellent sanitary con- 
dition. 

I would respectfully repeat my recommendation 
of one year ag^o in regard to providing separate box 
stalls for sick horses, and cannot urge this too 
strongly, as in case of an infectious disease it might 
prevent the department from being badly crippled, 
and is in my opinion an imperative necessity which 
would doubly repay a small outlay. 

In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge the will- 
ingness to comply with suggestions for the betttr- 
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mentof stock and sanitary conditions manifested by 
all employes, and the uniform courtesy extended to 
me at all times.

ANNUAL REPORT 

OP THE 

SUPT. or riRE ALARMS. 



Grand Rapids, Mich., May 1, 1898. 
To the Honorable Board of Police and Fire Com- 
missioners: 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor of presenting 
to you the annual report of the Fire Alarm Signal 
System for the year ending' April 30, 1898. 

The Fire Alarm Signal System is made up of 
the following apparatus and material: 

1 10-Circuit Municipal Non-interfering Re- 
peater. 

9 15-inch Gamewell Gongs. 
4 l5-inch Municipal Gongs. 

133 Fire Alarm Boxes, (Thirteen of these be- 
long to private parties but are cared for by the 
city. Twenty-four are auxiliarized to factories and 
prominent buildings by an auxiliary system by 
which the street box can be started without the 
necessity of going to it.) 

1 10-inch combined Switch Key and Testing 
Board, mounted on hard rubber base. 

10 Line Galvanometers. 

1 Galvanometer for testing purposes. 
1 Double pointed relay for striking the tower 
bells at the City Hall and No. 3 Engine House. 
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1 Single point relay for striking the hour on 
the call bells for the Department. 

21 Telephones with keys and local batteries. 
(These telephones were purchased early last sum- 
mer and have proved a very profitable investment 
for the Department.) 

22 4-inch Relay Bell for the call line. 

2 Large bells, one at the City Hall and one at 
No, 3 Engine House, strike the number of the box 
pulled, the same as the gong-s at the engine houses. 

There are eight smaller bells in the towers of 
different houses that give a continuous jingle for a 
short time when an alarm has been sent in. 

120 Miles No. 9 E, B. B. galvanized iron wire. 

6,350 feet No. 14 okenite wire at fire alarm boxes. 

2,850 feet a-inch iron pipe at fire alarm boxes. 

100 Circuit Breakers. 

1,383 Telegraph Poles. 

214 Cell's Gravity Batteries in ten fire alarm 
circuits. 

54 Cell's Gravity Batteries in telephone call 
line. 

There are seven private lines connected with 
the system which give the alarm at the homes and 
boarding places of some of the firemen. 

There were purchased and put in service dur- 
ing the year five fire alarm boxes, as follows: 

245 Union street and Lake avenue. 

282 East street and Watkins avenue. 

316 Ionia and Oakes streets. 

432 Prospect and Hastings streets, 

543 W. Bridge street and Lane avenue. 

We re-built the line on Plainfield avenlie, from 
Coldbrook street to Quimby street. 
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POLIOB AND PIBE OOHHieSIOHIBB. 129 

We chang^ed the route of No. 6 fire circuit, put- 
ting in three miles of new wire, as there was a large 
district on the west side with only one fire circuit 
through it. We then cut in alternate boxes ou the 
new lead. 

We built a new lead on East street, from Fifth 
avenue to Hall street and removed the lead on Kal- 
amazoo avenue. 

UNDERGROUND SYSTEM. 

Tbe underg'round system now covers the entire 
business district. The conduits are all of iron pipe 
coated with coal tar on the outside and are laid an 
averag-e depth of 2 feet 6 inches in the ground, to 
accommodate conductors, consisting of 193,268 feet 
of copper wire divided into the following sized 
cables : 

550 feel 40 wir 

2.333 feet 25 wii 

5,557 feet 15 wir 

1,035 feet 10 wir 

1.200 feet 8 wir 
653 teet 6 wir 

2,560 feet 2 wii 

4,640 feet single wire. 

Of this amount I placed 2,750 feet of 15 wire, 
130 feet 10 wire. 600 feet 8 wire and 2,560 feet 2 wire 
in service last summer, and restored 733 feet of 6 
wire cable that had been abandoned about two years 
ago. 

The Department call line to Police headquar- 
ters that was cut off from the Ottawa street cable 
two years ago was restored to the cable and the 
overhead wires from headquarters to Hastings street 
removed. 
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loO ANDtlAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 

I built 8 new manholes and rebuilt 7 to make 
room to work in. 

I made cast iron terminal boxes of my own de- 
sign, and placed them in the manholes at convenient 
intervals, for testing the cables and locating trouble 
on the lines. We finished this work early in the 
fall, and I take g^reat pleasure in reporting that the 
underground system has caused no trouble since. 
and we are practically free from trouble from that 
source. 

Attached is an inventory and pole route of what 
belongs to the Department. 

I wish to thank your Honorable Board and the 
officers and men in the Fire Department for many 
favors during the year.
